Count Cecoperi, commander of Gen- 
darmie, has been ordered to hold him- 
self In-readiness, ‘They control all 
exits and have instructions to prevent 
any of the guards from leaving the 
building without express permission, 
or from communicating with those out- 
side.”

‘Serious trouble was expadcted when 
the guards were notified that all their 
claims had been rejected and it had 
been arranged that any foreign guards 
attempting a demonstration should be

When. the reply to their: memorial 
was read, commander — and officers 
armed with revolvers stood ready to 
suppress any show of force, 

A‘letter was also read from Cardinal 
Merry De Val, the papal secretary of 
state, condemning the abtitude™ of the 
guards. This was the Jast straw, as 
the guards had hoped thatthe cardinal 
would favor their side. They decided 
to maintain a relatively calm attitude, 
wishing, as they themselves expressed 
il, “to obtain their pights through per- 
suasion rather than violence.” ; 

A further detachment of the Swiss 
guards left the Vatican today. Some 
of them threatened to make unpleasant 
revelations. :

Howl Arises. in England and 
Scotland Over Disposal of 
the Manuscripts, 


AMERICAN MILLIONAIRE 
NOW IS OWNER OF THEM 


Liverpool Athenaum!s Transe 
action Declared ‘'Increcit- 
ably Deplorable”’ by. Lora 
Rosebery and Others. 


Liverpool, July 24.—The commit- 
tee of the Liverpool Athenaum has sold 
the Glenriddell manuscripts of Robert 
Burns, after a resolution which passed 
by. 2 majority vote at a proprietors’ 
meeling authorizing the sale. The pur- 
chaser, said to be an*American million- 
aire, bul Wilkinson and Hodge, through 
whom the sale was effected by pri- 
yale treaty, refused -to disclose “the 
purchaser's name. Neither (has the 
price transpired, though the minimum 
is fixed at 825,000. In 1902 an offer 
of $25,000 from the late J. P. Morgan 
was refused. 

The  Glenriddell manuscripts are 
Well-known to all students of Burns, 
They are contained {n two columes and 
consist of poems and letters, most of 
which are in Burns’ handwriting, and 
the remainder in the handwriting of an 


and remarks by Burns, They wero 
presented to Robert Riddel' {n° Glenrid- 
dell in token of Burns! gratitude for the 
hospitality shown to him, and even- 
tually passed to Dr. Currie of Liver- 
pool, by whose family they were be- 
queathed to the Athenaum, 

There is a widespread outcry among 
Burns lovers against the sale of the 
manuscripts, Lord Rosebery, | in a 
communication to local newspapers, 
considers the transaction “inoreditably 
deplorable.” 

Regret !8 Expressed. 

Dr. Win. Wallace, one of the sreat- 
est living authorities on Burns,  ex- 
presses, regret that the manuscripts 
should leave the country. He thinks 
Brilish local bodies should retain such 
treasures at all costs. 

Neil Munroe, the Scottish author, 
calls the transaction most Philistine 
and disereditable, and  congratules 
America on Its bargain, 

“Liverpool is to be consoled with,” 
he says, ‘on the misfortune of hay- 
ing such a senseless, soulless body of 
trustees.” = 

Much indignation 1s felt in Scotland.

THE BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION 
WHICH EDMONTON IS GETTING 

Edmonton is getting a taste of a business administration. We 

After haying run the city a cul de sac in the financial handling of its affairs, the 
ratepayers are now awakening to the realization that the promise for next year is that there 
will not be enough filtered water to go round, and for the winter following that there will 
not be power enoygh to run the cars and light homes. ; 

A filter company offered its undertaking, if given the contract at once, to instal filters 
in time fo have them in operation on April 15, 1914, plenty early enough — to relieve - the 


cilizens from the alternative of drinking liquid mud or moving out of town during the summer city, 12 years azo today. 


of 1914. The contract was not let and the mayor gives his solemn assurance that there is no 
chance that the extra filter capacity will be installed next'year in time to save the situation. 
As a result of this year’s business administration, the citizens will next year be treated to 
liquid mud. The mayor himself is authority for this. 

The superintendent of the power plant reports thal unless action is taken at once to 
provide for the power requirements of the winter of 1914, there will not be enough electric 
energy to turn the wheels and light the houses and business places of the city, The commuis- 
sioners, whose business it is to know what the requirements will‘be, recommend that action 
he taken at cnce along the lines suggested by the superintendent of the power plant. Led 
by the mayor, his majority in the council, not one of whom professes to know even the 
rudiments of electricity, refuse to accept the recommendations of the commissioners, adopt- 
ed upon the report of the superintendent, who -has made electrics his life study. 

As 4 result of this procrastination, the citizens are promised a winter in 
stalled cars and semi-darkness. 

While fe city council of this business administration finds it impossible to make these 
necessary provisions for the requirements of the citizens a year hence, it finds no difficulty in 
promoting a street railway line to Forty-second street, past thousands’of acres of untenanted 
subdivisions, ajid the mayor has no hesitation about employing an engineer to bring in a 
report favorable to the Rabbit Hill scheme upon which the commissioners refuse to accept 
the responsibisity of wasting the public’s money; a scheme which, incidentally, requires another 
profitless exfension of the street railway line now so bravely struggling to get from under 
a deficit piled cnto it by bungling administration, 

There was a great deal of talk previous to the last election about the great benefits 
which would accrue to the city through a business administration. 


If the administration which has followed had been intent upon wrecking the munici- 
pal enterprises it could have found no better method than that which it is following at the
